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Monday Night's Municipal 
Plant Meeting Should Show 
Need for Additional Study 


, . . Onc of the .most important meetings in the economic 
history of Hope will be held at 7:30 Monday night in city 
noil, it is an open session of the city council regarding 
electric power and the people should attend it. 


Burns & McDonnell Engineering company of Kansas 
j 'ty' ™°-' Resented recommendations for a 3-million- 
dollar 20-year expansion of the municipal electric plant 
to city officials, both old and new, lost Tuesday night _ 
recommendations which this newspaper published the fol- 
lowing day. 


This coming Monday night the council expects to 


hear figures on an alternate course, the comparative cost 
of purchasing part of its power from interconnected 
companies — and obtain the people's opinion as to what 
Hope ought to do. 


I won'' to define The Star's position clearly , for what- 


ever it is worth to the public and the city government. 
Hope ought to: 


1. 
Delay any action whatever on the Burns & Mc- 


Donnell recommendations until it has obtained an equally 
authoritative report on what electric power can be pur- 
chased for at wholesale by the municipal plant. I under- 
stand Hope spent $3,000 for the Burns & McDonnell 
survey, and it's worth every dollar. But the Prescott 
municipal plant has just begun purchasing electricity 
instead of generating it because the purchased power was 
cheaper. That's something we've got to get the figures 
on. 


2. Hope should send a 
committee 
of 
officials 


and business men on a tour to survey 1951 operating 
conditions in municipal electric plants as far east as the 
state of Mississippi. Whether we generate all or part of 
our power — or none of it — has no effect whatever on 
our status as a municipal-plant town. We are "municipal 
plant" as long as the city government controls the dis- 
tribution and rates and billing of electricity, regardless of 
where or how it is generated. 


3. 
Our great objective should be the guarantee of 


a high-line and transformer station outside the city limits 
for industrial purposes. Some help is required from the 
municipal plant if such a station is ever to be acquired — 
and without such a station it seems to me any prospect 
•of industrial expansion is closed to Hope, The high-line 
and transformer station proposal is not new. Back in the 
1930s this writer met with Thomas Fitzhugh, then pro- 
posing a Rural Electrification Administration generating 
plant for north Louisiana, Mayor Albert Graves, and E. F. 
McFaddin, and it was agreed all of us would publicly 
support a "standby" power line for the municipal plant. 
The deal never came off, because the REA plant's location 
was changed. More recently The Star has been urging the 
wisdom of tying Hope into the hydro-power project at the 
Narrows dam, Murfreesboro, where the federal govern-' 
ment spent 18 million dollars and where approximately 
16,000 KW of electricity is being generated and turned 
over under federal supervision to Southwestern Gas & 
Electric Co. for distribution. 


4. 
There is no conflict between a municipal plant's 


operation and the demand for industrial power. 
They 


have nothing to do with each other. In the 22 years I've 
run this newspaper the industries already here have 
pretty steadfastly stayed away from the city's power and 
the city's rates. The Burns & McDonnell report covering 
the next 20 years proposes to take care of domestic con- 
sumers but does nothing for Hope's industries. 


5. The Star is for municipal-plant operation, now and 


always. But whatever we do about the industrial power 
question it is obvious our city has grown to the point 
where, like Jonesboro and Conway, the actual control of 
the plant should be delegated by the city to a city-ap- 
pointed commission. The details of an electric plant are 
enormous and require long-term management.

counsel for two senate groups cre- 
ated to aid small business enter- 
prises. Among other things it is in- 
quiring whether any fees to Shaver 
were Involved in the loan negotia- 
tions. 


The subcommittee, 
headed 
by 


Senator Hocy (D-NC), has seized 
Shaver's bank account records. 


These, the informants said, list 


deposits 
'well in excess" of Shav- 


er's $8,300 a year salary from the 
senate smalt business committee 
for which he was counsel until he 
resigned under fire last October 24. 


The sources said Shaver has ex- 


plained that "a substantial part" 
of this excess was attributable 
to 


consistent winnings at poker and on 
horse race. bets. They said the 
subcommittee is checking thorough- 
ly Into dates, names, and amounts 
involved in the purported winnings. 


Shaver declined to discuss 
the 


bank account entries with a report- 
er. He did say, however, that he 
received no fees or assistance to 
any loan seekers. 


One industrialist has challenged 


that statement. At Miami, Henry R. 
Shaffer 
told newsmen 
he paid 


Shaver $500 on June 24, 1948, Wr 
assistance on an application for a 
$75,000 loan from the Reconstruc- 
tion Finance Corporation 
(RFC) 


/or the Aluminum Manufacturing 
Co., of which Shaffer was presi- 
dent. Shaffer said there was »o 
understanding that Shaver would 
get a larger lee if the loan mere 
granted. The RFC declined the 
loan application, and Shaffer (aid

The letter said: 
"The operation of a race track 


at West Memphis would be most 
detrimental to the state of Arkan- 
sas. The revenue that the 
state 


would derive from the track's op- 
eration would be offset by the in- 
creased demand for policing and 
public welfare. Law enforcement in 
West 
Memphis 
already 
leaves 


much to be desired. 


"The action of the commission 


cannot be justified on the ground 
that the operation of the track is 
dependent upon a favorable vote 
by the people in Crlttcndcn county. 
A local option election on this ques- 
tion in Crittcndcn county svould be 
a farce." 


McMath did not elaborate on the 


references to West Memphis law 
enforcement or to Crlttcndcn coun- 
ty elections. 


The governor has said that it the 


commissioners ignore his request 
to resign, he would not rcappoint 
them.
